A non-aqueous cosmetic for providing a warm-feeling to the skin, comprising 
at least one of the compounds represented by the following general formula:

wherein R is a C 3 - 6 alkyl group, 
and a lactate ester of a saturated, branched alcohol and lactic acid. 



The specification describes that capsaicin has been used previously in 
cosmetics for the purpose of providing a warm-feeling to the skin but it causes a 
skin irritation. The specification also describes that the claimed cosmetic can 
provide a warm-feeling to the skin without any skin irritation. 
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
